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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claims 13 & 20 recite 
the broad recitation 3-100 meshes, and the claim also recites 5-30 meshes and 10-20 
meshes which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. See also the range 
within a range limitation set forth in claim 19. The limitation set forth in claim 21 lines 4- 
5 is unclear (specifically "said layer of said nutrient matrix"). 
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In claim 14 lines 3-4, "and other undesired substances" is considered vague and 
indefinite. 



Specification

A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification includes various grammatical errors and should be revised carefully. 
Examples of some unclear language or grammatical errors, in the specification are: 
"InventionThe present" (paragraph 0002), "country"s" (paragraph 0003) 
"OLEJJNK1 immobile", "OLEJJNK1 sedimentary" (paragraph 0005) and in paragraph 
0006, Jay H. Lee is not the inventor of U.S. Pat. 6,1 85,641 . It is noted that this is not an 
exhaustive list, and applicant should carefully review the entire specification.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-24 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Adamoli, Jr. et al. (6,593,277). 
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Adamoli, Jr. et al. discloses a nutrient matrix including bilogical materials, a 
binder, a water retentive agent and plant nutrient, with the matrix being used on at least 
partially denuded land as set forth in col 2 lines 25-37, cols 7-8. Concerning the 
claimed ranges, it is noted that Adamoli, Jr. et al. teaches using various amounts of 
materials, often setting forth the amounts as a percentage of weight. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to form the matrix with the claimed materials in the claimed ranges since it has been 
held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art (see 
MPEP 2144.05). 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group II (claims 13-20) in the reply filed 
on 2/28/05 is acknowledged.
